DAVID GRAY, FORMER 
FORD PARTNER, DIES 
IN SANTA BARBARA 


Detroit, May 12.—David Gray is 


| dead of pneumonia at Santa Bar- 


bara. Cal.. after a brief illness, 
at 58. He was a son of John S. 
Gray, who in his lifetime was the 
first secretary of the Ford Motor 
Company, and one of the earliest 
substantial investors in the organ- 
ization. When he died in 1906. he 
left 525 shares of stock to each 
of his four children, and when the 
stock was bought by Mr. Ford in 
1919. it brought nearly $20.000.000, 
the fruit of a comparatively small 
initial investment. 

David Gray was one of the 
rectors of the Ford company sev- 
eral years ago. and he was also 
active in the old Gray Motor Com- 
pany, in which he was associated 
with his two brothers and O. J. 
Mulford. Besides many other finan- 
cial interests. he was a founder, 
director and a vice-president of the 
Merchants’ National Bank. 

Though he was a native Detroiter. 
of late years he spent his winters in 
California and his summers at Sias- 
conset, Mass. He was well known 
here and retained many friends.

DAVID GRAY, FORMER 
FORD PARTNER, DIES 
IN SANTA BARBARA 


Detroit, May 12-——David Gray is 
dead of pneumonia at Santa Bar- 
bara. Cal.. after a brief iliness, 
at 58. He was a son of John S. 
Gray, who in his lifetime was the 
first secretary of the Ford Motor 
Company, and one of the earliest 
substantial investors in the organ- 
ization. When he died in 1906. he 
left 525 shares of stock to each 
of his four children, and when the 
stock was bought by Mr. Ford in 
1919, it brought nearly $20,000,000, 
the fruit of a comparatively small 
initial investment. 

David Gray was one of the 
rectors of the Ford company sev- 
eral years ago. and he was also 
active in the old Gray Motor Com- 
pany. in which he was associated 
with his two brothers and O. J. 
Mulford. Besides many other finan- 
cial interests. he was a founder, 
director and a vice-president of the 
Merchants’ National Bank. 

Though he was a native Detroiter. 
of late years he spent his winters in 
California and his summers at Sias- 
conset, Mass. He was well known 
here and retained many friends. 


BAD DEBT LOSS LOW IN 
OIL REFINING INDUSTRY

Chicago, May 12.—The annual 
survey of the bad debts loss in the 
petroleum refining industry shows 
an average for 1927 of approximately - 
18.5 cents per $100 sales, against 
17.33 cents in 1926 and 19 cents in 
1925, according to E. B. Moran. sec- 
retary-manager of the petroleum 
refiners’ division of the Nationa) 
Association of Credit Men. 

This average is unusually low 
among industries, it is said, espe- 
cially in view of the unsettled and 
unsatisfactory conditions in the oil 
jindustry. The figures were fur- 
nished by fifty-two of the principal 
refiners in the United States, each 
of which reported losses from ‘5 
;cents down to zero. A majority of 
| the refiners are in the midcontinertt 
|field. Six of the fifty-two refiners 
| had no loss at all.

If gasoline goes up in price, of course thefts will 
increase; and it is to be expected that some manufacturer 
will promptly begin placing on the market some simple 
locking device for the filler cap of the gas tank.

we are in economic matters. 


Wholesale Life-Saving 
OMER E. NIESZ, president of the National Safety 

Council, recently made the statement that during the! 

past fifteen years the lives of 136,000 men, women and | 
children have been saved in this country through organized 
safety effort. Because life saving in this fashion is spread 
_ over great areas and a long time we find it hard to realize 
exactly what such wholesale life saving means. 

If we take the converse, however, and imagine that a) 
city of 136,000 people was suddenly wiped completely out 
of existence by flood, fire, earthquake or other disaster we 
would refer to such a cataclysm for many times fifteen years. 

Mr. Niesz notes that automobile deaths increased 10 
per cent. last year, while automobile registrations increased 
only 5 per cent. On the other hand, a good many cities by 
systematic effort and education managed to reduce their 
percentages of automobile deaths. The interest in this lies| 
in the fact that if one city can reduce its traffic death toll by | 
conscious effort, any other place can do the same thing. | 
The problem now is to make safety work 

efficient.
